electrocution certain. The physician*

Story of the Charge of 


trje Light Brigade Retold 


Just Fifty Years Since This Brilliant Feat of British 


Arms Was Enacted at Balaklava. 


HE fiftieth anniversary ol 
the charge of the light bri- 
gade, at Balaklava, and th« 
ieath at Denver. CoL. of 
Alexander Sutherland, the 
trumpeter who sounded tne 
tugle call which sent that 


brave column cashing forward fearless- 
ly Into the very -Jaws of death.- have 
served to awaken tew Interest In that 
brilliant charge. It Is a ttory that Is 
al«avs worth retelliig and onect which 
the reader never tires. It Is perhaps 
true to *ay that co ether action has 
eaaght the public Imagination In the 
same way as the charge of the "gallant 
six hundred." . No doubt Tennyson's 
poem has had much to do wlta this. 
The charge was practically a blunder, 
and the result was disaster, but nothing 
will ever rob It of Its wonderful and 
romantic glory. Perhaps the best story 
cf the charge Is that given by a staS 
officer, whose 'Letters from Headquar- 
ters' fcrm one of the most Interestizs 
of the many accounts cf the Crimean 
campaign. The staff officer was with 
Lord Raglan watchicg the progress Cf 
the battle frcra a position which com- 
manded a view of the whole valley ol 
Balaklava. In quoting from his descrip- 
tion, we are therefore cjuotirg the wore* 
»f an eye witness of the charge 


Seeing that the British guci. which 


the Rcsjlans had captured earlier la the 


sadly thlaced. trot thefew that remained 
made fearful havoc amocgst the eaemy'i 
artillerymen. Scarce a man escaped, 
except those who crept under their gun- 
carriages, and thus put themselTes out 
of the rrath of our men's swords. This 
was the moment when a general was 
most required, but cafortcrately Lord 
Cardigan was rot then present. Oncom- 
ing up to the battery (as be afterward 
himself described It) a gnn was fired 
close to him. and fcr a moment he 
thought hl« leg was gone Soci was not 
the case, as he remained unhurt; tow- 
ever, his horse took fright.' swerved 
round, and galloped off with tlrato the 
rear, pasting on the way the Fourth 
Light Dragoons and Eighti Hussars. 
before these regiments got np to the bat- 
tery. The enemy's cavalry had beea 
posted in rear of their guns, and on thl 
advacre of the British tcme cf their 
squadrons had beea withdrawn to the 
higher ground on each Cink. the In- 
factry remsJr-ing In Its old position 
(behind the gun>).andthc£C the cavalry 
had next to attack. However, the Rus- 
sians did not wait to be assailed, but 
on the approach of the men ran back 
to some brushwood behind them, where, 
of coarse, they could cot be followed. 
At this time- the wcoie tquadron that 
composed the' first, and a great portion 
of the second line, were in considerabls 
disorder. No blame was to be attache-!
